Villistas Routed 
In Rosario ‘and 
Parral Attacks 


Bandit’s Main Force De- 
feated with Losses in 
Severe Fighting. 


Chihuahua City, Mex., July 11.—Two 
Villa bands attacked Carranza garrisons 
today at Rosario and Parral, but in both 
cases were beaten off with losses, ac- 
cording to official reports to Gen. Tre- 
vino. a 

From Rosario the bandits were driven 
south toward the Durango line by gov- 
ernment troops under Gens. Gacito and 
Hernandez. 

Other reports to Gen. Trevino indicated 
that a scouting patrol from Parral had 
encountered one of the small bands of 
outlaws, who scattered after the attack 
on Jynenez, in the vicinity of El Valle 
and had driven them into the hills, but 
ho details were given. 


Decisive Battle Forecast. 

The report, sent in by Gen. Ernesto 
Garcia, commander at Parral, says the 
bandits, suffering heavy losses, retreated 
to Sombreretilio, a few miles southeast 
of Parra). 

It adds that if they make a stand 
there the deciding battle of the Villista 
campaign should be fought late today 
or tomorrow, as the de facto govern- 
ment’s cavalry, under Gens. Domingo 
Asrieta and Matias Ramos, is almost 
within striking distance of this place. 

Aimed to Seize Ammunition. 

El Paso, Tex., July 11.—The main Vilis- 
ta command which was beaten off in an 
attack upon Parral today had the double 
purpese of. looting the. properties of the 
Alvarado Mining and Milling company, an 
American concern there, and seizing a 
quantity of government ammunition 
stored in the town, according to private 
dispatches here tonight. 

The bandits are rapidly running short 
of ammunition, the dispatches, which con- 
tained no details of the engagement, said. 

Carranza has lost faith in the ability of 
his armies to capture Pancho Villa and is 
now trying to buy the bandit leader’s 
support with promises of a high position 
in the de facto government upon the res- 
toration of peace in Mexico. 

This information was given out today 
by a former Villista general. 

According to this man, the recent bat- 
tle of Jimenez, in which Gen. Ignacio 
Ramos was killed and his forces scat- 
tered, was Villa’s answer to one of the 
most recent attempts of the first chief to 
woo the outlaw of the north.

New York, July 11.—[ Special. }—New 
cases of infantile paralysis to the num- 
ber of 195 and thirty-two deathe are the 
record of the last twenty-four hours in 
Greater New York.

FRAZZLES HIS NERVES 


An electric fan goes ‘round and ‘round, 
and ‘round and ‘round and@'round. 

But few of them kick up as much com- 
motion as is threatened by a particularly 
busy little fan in the fourth floor flat of 
John A. Coffin at 619 Aldine avenue. 
Roscoe B. Higbee, a realty broker, who 
occupies the flat below, has appealed to 
the police to stopit. He hasbesought his 
landlord to evict it. He has written a let- 
ter of appeal to Mayor Thompeon, 

Through letters to Judge Landis and 
Postoffice Inspector James E. Stuart he 
has asked Uncie Sam to protect his rights. 
And last night Mr. Higbee sought final 
redress in letters to the City News Bu- 
reau and the Friend of the People editor 
of THD TRIBUNB, 

But at a late hour the fan was reported 
to be doing ite best toward cooling the 
sleeping countenance of Mr. Coffin, 


Start on July 8. 

The fan kicked itseif into the police 
records on July 8 when Mr. Higbee sum- 
moned Policeman Frank Egan, which so 
angered Mr. Coffin that he Wrote a letter 
of complaint to his landlord, Isadore 
Springer. He set forth that he had lived 
in “ peace and amity’’ with the other 
tenants of the apartment house for eight 
years and along ‘with “ other sane, rea- 
sonable, and responsible citizens’ had 
used’ an electric fan in order to sleep 
on hot nights. Then he told of Higbee's 
arrival. 

‘*I didn't ask him to move in there,” 
the letter reads. “‘He came in of his 
own volition. It transpires that he has a 
violent animosity towards electric fans. 
Early last week he called up on my phone 
around 1 o’clock in the morning, disturb- 
ing my wife and telling her that my fan 
made such a racket he was unable to 
sleep. Wishing to be courteous, she told 
him she would place a pillow under the 
fan.” 


Two Pillows, 

Another complaint came and the next 
time Mrs. Coffin put two pillows under 
the fan. Then came the policeman at 
1:30 in the morning. 

“Now a man who would do such a 
thing as that as no place in a respect- 
able apartment house and it ¢ : -vith- 
out saying that his annoyance must 
cease and cease at once,’’ the letter con- 
cludes. 

Mr. Coffin added he would —_ before 
he'd do without his fan. 

Mr. Singer sent the letter to Mr. Higbee, 
who decided to do some ‘etter writing 
himself. He wrote in part: 

“As to various other tenants, living 
under him, and submitting to the dis- 
tracting, nerve wracking, enervating, 
dentist-machine-grinding which his elec- 
tric fans makes all over my flat at all 
times of the day and night for weeks 
past, I am not able to vouch, but I have 
found out that Mr. French’s family which 
lived there several years previous to my 
moving in were all taken at various times 
with severe nervous afflictions.’ 

Mr. Higbee goes on to relate that he 
gave the best years of his life to his coun- 
try during the Spanish-American war and 
that Mr. Coffin’s letter is an insult to the 
flag.

Mr. Higbee has made carkon copies of 
both letters and transmitted them to the 
federal and city authorities with a third 
better to those “ especially interested in 
the question of insults to the flag or to the 
people who have served their country 
well.”’

LONDON, July 12, 3a. m.—Philip Gibbs, 
the war correspondent, writing to the 
Chronicle from the British front, de- 
scribes the fighting at Mametz woods and 
Contalmaifson thus: 

“I saw a scene of this struggle for the 
enemy’s strongholds today almost as if 
1 were looking into the mirror of the Lady 
of Shalott. It seemed like that—setrange- 
ly unreal, as though in image, and yet 
terribly real and vivid—because I came 
upon it suddenly by accident, arranged 
for me by a gap in a hedge and by two 
trees on each side of the gap like the 
frame of a picture. I had been up to the 
lines, and it was on my way back that I 
came upon the gap in the hedge. 


Comes on Scene Unexpectedly. 

“Through it I saw quite unexpectedly 
a scene of war. Across the fields in 
front of me all was gold with that weed 
which is ruining so many harvest fields 
of France. Mametz wood I knew at once 
by the queer shape of it, with a great 
bite of its western side. 

“In spite of all our shell fire it 1s still 
thick with foliage, upon which the sun- 
light lay, casting a great black shadow 
underneath. Just below it was the peak 
of the wood, a row of broken trees by a 
sunken road, and a triangle trench for 
which our men fought desperately, 80 
that it changed hands three times before 
they won it finally on Friday efternoon. 

“To the left of Mametz wood and on

British Seize 14,000 Yards of 


LONDON, July 11.-—-The British official 


statement tonight reads: 


After ten days and nights of 
continuous fighting our troops 
have completed the methodical 
capture of the whole of the enemy's 
first system of defense on a front of 
14,000 yards. The system of defense 
consisted of numerous and continuous 
lines of fire trenches, support trenches, 
and reserve trenches, extending for 
various depths from 2,000 to 4,000 
yards. It included five strongly forti- 
fied villages, numerous heavily wired 
and entrenched woods, and a large 
number of immensely strong redoubdts. 
The capture of each of these trenches 
represented an operation of impor- 
tance, and the whole of them are now 
in our hands. z | 

The German success in the recap- 
ture of Trones wood, after costly cas- 
ualties, was of shortWuration. Today 
we recaptured nearly the whole of this 
wood. All but the northernmost end 
is again in our hands. 

Apart from the number of guns hid- 
den in houses and buried in the debris, 
etc., we have in the course of these 
operations brought in twenty-six field 
guns, one naval gun, one anti-eir- 
craft gun, and one heavy howzer, 
while the number of German prigon- 
ers captured exceeds 7,500. 


An earlier statement says: 

Last night after a brisk bombard- 
ment, our infantry again carried Con- 
talmaison by assault, taking 189 un- 
wounded prisoners, including a 
battalion commander and four other 
officers.

LORD LANSDOWNE GIVES 
PLAN OF IRISH GOVERNMENT 


Adviser, to Hold Office Until Per- 
manent Regime Is Established. 


LONDON, July 11.—In the course of a 
discussion in the house of lords today on 
the report of Baron Hardinge, head of the 
commission which investigated the Irish 
rebellion and in which several members 
urged that Augustine Birrell, former sec- 
retary for Ireland, ought to have been 
censured as the one responsible for the 
Sinn Fein outbreak, Lord Lanedowne 
outlined a system for the provisional goy- 
ernment of Ireland when martia! law is 
abolished there and until a new govern- 
ment can be established. 

An Irish secretary, with a capable mil!- 
tary adviser, would be appointed. There 
also would be a new chiéf of the Royal 
Irish constabulary, who would be a well 
known soldier. nee 
Nobody would be allowed to carry arms 
without a permit, and there. would be no 
grants of amnesty. A garrison would be 
maintained in Ireland strong enough to 
preserve order and epécial safeguards 
would be created for thé loyalists in the 
south and west. 

The Official Gazette tonight announces 
that Lord Castletown and Sir David Har- 
rel, former undertsécretary for Ireland, 
with Justices Cherry, Wylie, and Pym of 
the Supreme court of Ireland, had been 
appointed “lord justices for the govern- 
ment of Ireland during the vacancy in the 
office of the lord lieutenant.”

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TROOPS 
MAY BE MOVED 
TO AWE BANDITS 


First infantry Likely to Go to 
Big Bend Country If EI 
Paso Calls for Men. 


BY SIDNEY WILLIS. 

San Antonio, Tex., July 11.—[Special.]— 
Within the “ next few days ” a compara- 
tively strong body of troops will be or- 
dered to the Big Bend district, the sector 
between Del Rio and El Paso, against 
which bandits recently have been making 
warlike gestures. Maj. Gen. Frederick 
Funston made the announcement here 
today. It is possible, but not probable. 
that part of the force will be drawn from 
Camp Wilson, where the Chicago troops 
are quartered, according to Gen. Funs- 
ton. 

‘“* The main force in this moyement will 
be sent out from El Paso,’ he said, 
adding that it might not be necessary to 
draw from the San Antonio garrison. It is 
understood that in case any force is moved 
| from here, the First Illinois infantry and 
| the Wisconsin cavalry will be in the first 
contingent. 


Answer to Villa Rise. 

| Officers at headquarters expressed the 
belief the movement is a prompt answer 

to reports that Villa's star is again 

ascendant, and that he is organizing an 

army more powerful and better equipped 

than any he has ever commanded. 

Gen. Funston also denied today that 
the withdrawal of Gen. Pershing's ex- 
pedition from Mexico was under way. 

The first Wisconsin regiment reached 
Camp Wilson tcday and detrained right 
on the grounds from the spur of the Katy 
railroad, which has been built since the 
arrival of Illinois troops. Two other 
Wisconsin regiments are due to arrive on 
Thursday or Friday. 


Delay Releasing Men. 

A delicate though simple bit of head- 
quarters strategy for the time being has 
immolated Secretary of War Baker's 
order concerning the discharge of guards- 
men with dependent families. The order 
has been handed to colonels, but so far 
the men have heard of it only through the 
newepapers or from camp gossip. 

Col. J. B. Sanborn of the First Illinois 
explained: ) 

“It isn’t up to me to tell the men. I 
have the order, and it’s up to the men to 
apply for release. I can tell you one 
thing, however. Those who do apply will 
have to make affidavit to the fact that 
they have dependents at home. Then if 
investigation proves their case they can 
secure a discharge. Any guardsman who 
tries any tricks is going to get the worst 
of it. I intend to deal severely with such 
cases. 

“The thing T fear most is not that the 
| men will hurry to get out, but that em- 
ployers back home who are paying their 
salaries during their. absence will urge 
them to take advantage of the loophole.” 


Wait War Office Papers. 

Col. Sanborn and Col. Garrity of the 
Second Illinois said the discharge of men 
for physical disability would begin in a 
few days. Necessary “papers are on the 
way from Washington.

District of Columbia Commis- 
sioners Issue Rules to Follow 
in Prevention of Infantile Pa- 
ralysis Infection. 


Tonight a total of twenty-three cases | 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Special.J— 
The commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia issued a proclamation to the resi- 
dents of the national capital today em- 
bodying rules for the prevention of in- 
fantile paralysis infection. Here are the 
rules: 

Keep yourself and family in as good 
physical condition as possible by 
avoiding exposure and excesses of all 


kinds. 

Householders are urged to keep their 
premises clean and as free as possible 
of refuse of all kinds. 

Have your house well screened 
against files and other insects. Don't 
fail to swat the fly wherever and when- 


ever found. 

In sweeping the floors allay the dust 
as much as possible by first eprink- 
ling or by using a damp cloth to wipe 

the floor. 
"ae all the sunlight and air possible 
enter the house. 

Do not permit your child to visite 

any other chid who is sick, it mat- 
ters not what the nature of the ill- 
ness may be. 

Do not permit your child to asso- 
ciate with any person who has been 
exposed to any infectious or conta- 
gious disease. 

Evidence tends to show that the . 
virus of infantile paralysis is easily 
killed. Mild antiseptic gargles, sprays, 
and nosé washes may, therefore, with | 
advantage be used by those In attend- 
ance on the patients who have been 
exposed to the disease. A solution of 
common table salt, uged in the pro- 

. portion of one even teaspoon to a pint 
of water, or two teaspoons of peroxide 
of hydrogen to one pint of water may 
be used for the purpose. 

Do not allow your children to eat 
food that is likely to cause intestinal 
derangements. 

Do not allow your children to play 
around stables and other places 
where refuse is accumulated and filles 
are found in large numbers.

Well, here is 
another soldier letter from a soldier 
which gives civilians a Rio Grande 
glimpse of drill, heat, vermin, soda 
water, and efficiency. 


Brownsville, Tex., July 7.—[To The 
Tribune.]—We are in camp, one-half 
milé from the Rio @rande. It was 
necessary to literally chop away the 
cactus and scrub growth of semi- 
tropical trees before our tents could 
be erected. The country about here 
is infested with vermin, bugs, taran- 
tulas, snakes, and lizards of various 
kinds, and great precautions have to 
be taken to prevent familiarity on 
their part. 

We are lucky to have in the ma- 
chine gun troop a young man, Serg. 
Walter Nienbuhr, a former war cor- 
respondent, who spent considerable 
time in Europe and noticed how the 
vermin troubled the men in the war- 
ring armies. 

Now, this man has been placed tn 
charge of the machine gun troop 
sanitary squad, which we have or- 
ganized independent from the regi- 
mental sanitary detachment. T 
squad thoroughly dsinfects the floo 
of all tents with a powerful soly- 
tion of creosote. They also person- 
ally inspect the clothing, blankets 
~ of every man and so far the results 
have been most gratifying. 


-.>- 

Right here we point with pride to 
the troop laundry, which we have 
organized to handle the washing sit- 
uation. The laundry, while not quite 
up to the city standard, is neverthe- 
less effective and the prices are de- 


signed to meet the limited means of 
many of the men. 

The climate down here is very hot, 
consequently we are acclimating the 
men gradually. Our drills are in the 
morning and late afternoon, giving 
the men a chance to get in out of the 
sun during the heat of the day. The 
officers and noncommissioned officers 
are kept on the jump all day, how- 
ever, as we have many schools to 
attend and conduct. 

It is more than gratifying to see 
the way the members of the machine 
gun troop are taking hold—already 
the eyes of the entire regiment are 
upon it. They are rapidly acquiring 
a snap that predicts much efficiency.

WILLIAM LORIMER. 


-- We hope William Lorimer retrieves his financial 


fortunes, makes good his promise to the depositors 
who lost money in his banks, establishes himself 
in prosperity, and lives happily ever afterward, but 
we cannot accept complacently his statement that 
he hopes in the processes of his rehabilitation to 
return to the United States senate. 

If he returns there we hope it will not be as 
a representative of this state. The fact that Mr. 
Lorimer says he is down and out and may have 
to work on @ coal wagon, that he says friends have 
deserted him and people shun him, might operate 
to Yorbid this uncharitable thought, but we must 
deal with Mr. Lorimer, in some aspects, in a public 
rather than a private fashion. 7 

Mr. Lorimer makes himself a pathetic figure. He 
did so at the meeting of depositors in his banks 
which he addressed. It was an effective figure of 
pathos and it is, with our compliments, our opinion 
of William Lorimer that no one knows better than 
he how to turn this trick. 

That seems ungracious and we accept the censure 
of the sentimental. It is a brutal thing to speak 
unkindly of unhappiness. If Mr. Lorimer will con- 
fine himself to strictly private life we might safely 
promise never to have a word to say in criticism 
of him again. But if Mr. Lorimer prefaces an 
announcement of his desire to return to public life 
with the statement that he has been hounded and 
persecuted, that newspapers and public officials have 
used bludgeons upon his innocence, we rebel in the 
name of honesty and decency. 

If William Lorimer wil] cease to be a hypocrite 
we may be able to cease being critical. William 
Lorimer never has been persecuted. He has been 
treated with the utmost leniency. Other men have 
suffered in consequence of events which involved 
him. 

He criticises the United States senate for a vote 
which declared his seat in that body vacant be- 
cause of the methods employed in the election of 
a man to that seat. The vote of the United States 
senate specifically noted the personal innocence of 
Mr. Lorimer. -A vote taken before the one de- 
claring the seat vacant had defeated justice out 
of friendliness for him. There never was any as- 
sertion that Mr. Lorimer had directed the corrupt 
methods used in giving him his election. 

He stood as the only exempt figure in the whole 
affair. Now he damns the body which officially 
made this reservation in his favor. Munday, his 
associate in the La Salle National bank, is under 
# penitentiary sentence for his part in the affairs 
of that institution. The state courts which ordered 
Munday sent to prison gave Lorimer his liberty. 

In spite of the pathos of Mr. Lorimer’s willing 
assumption of martyrdom we refuse for good and 
sound public morals to allow him without protest 
to impose himself upon the imagination of this 
community as a tragic victim of conspiracy. 
Whether it offends the sentimental or not an ac- 
ceptance of this situation cannot in good public 
morals be made. 

Men suffered for the methods used in the elec- 
tion of William Lorimer to the United States sen- 
ate, 
guilt. They lost property and the respect of their 
friends. Their guilt was proved, they admitted 
it, and took the consequences. Some of them died 
prematurely under the revelations. 

Men in the United States senate who tried to 


' stand by William Lorimer to the last ditch paid 


the penalty for that devotion to a bad cause. 
They were thrown out of their places by their 
indignant constituents. Nearly every one prom- 
inently connected with the Lorimer case in Spring- 
field and in Washington, prominently connected 
with it as a supporter of Mr. Lorimer, bas suf- 
fered. 

Many another man bore the heavy burden of this 
scandal, but Mr. Lorimer merely was deprived of 
a seat which the senate said had been filled by im- 
proper methods. 

William Lorimer may be a pathetic figure. We 
doubt it. He is more likely an insignificant figure. 
His ambition to return to the senate is about as 
reasonable as an ambition to go to the moon. At 
least we hope so. But he can make himself an 
important figure in the sentimentalism of American 
public thought and, even if it seem cruel and vin- 
dictive, we shall protest against that. 

If Mr. Lorimer. wishes to present the tragedy 
of his life—and it has been a tragedy—in a sane 


fashion to the people of this state, we shall have 


nothing but sympathy for him. But if he purposes 
to make a sentimental debauch of the electorate 


-In these parts we shall gladly take the part of a 


villain beating down a sad man with a club. 

Public morality cannot be subjected safely to 
such an inversion of the truth. Mr. Lorimer may 
have been more sinned for than sinning. He also 
has been more punished for than punished. 

There are too many tombstones and blasted rep- 
utations in the history of his political operations 
for him to put om the martyr’s crown of thorns 
and gull a sentimental people with the record of 
his sufferings. 


THIS IS REAL SUFFERING. 

A correspondent reproaches us for not having 
commented upon the address of Mr. David Forgan 
before the Canadian club last week in which that 
eminent financier brought sobs from the breasts of 
his hearers by telling of an Englishman whose in- 
come before the war was $150,000 and who now is 
compelled to live on $25,000 with only two servants 
to wait on him. 

Our correspondent’s reproaches are uncalled for. 
We read of Mr. Forgan’s speech and his recital of 
the Englishman's woes, but we were so shaken by 
the tale that we could not-bring ourselves to com- 
ment on it at the time. Now that we have been 
able to compose ourselves somewhat, all we can say 
is that not ravaged Belgium, not harried Poland, 
not blotted out Arras or Louvain has stirred our 
sympathies as has this instance of individual suf- 
fering.

Some of them died under the exposure of their | 
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trenches around Verdun or on the Somme to those 
of a cultured Englishman accustomed to all the 
comforts that $150,000 a year will bring compelled 
to subsist on a beggarly $25,000 annually with only 
two servants to minister to him! What are—but 
we cannot go on. Words are poor things to de- 
scribe such suffering. 


MURDEROUS JOY RIDERS. 

A wife and mother ruthlessly slaughtered im a 
Chicago street by a chauffeur with a carousing 
party in a car taken without the owner’s permission. 
A typical joyride tragedy. Thanks to the police 
the guilty parties are in jail. There should be no 
trouble in putting them where théy belong. 

In New Jersey last May a similar tragedy oc- 
curred, the victim being a 15 year old lad. The 
other day the guilty driver was sentenced to an in- 
determinate prison term of from ‘five to ten years. 
The Chicago killing gives the authorities an excel- 
lent chance to follow this Jersey verdict. Chauffeurs 
who steal their employers’ machin kill inno- 
cent people should be placed where they will never 
have a chance to repeat the crime. 


TAXING PUBLIC SPIRIT. , 

A number of patriotic private citizens were im- 
pressed with the lack of modern field cooking equip- 
ment for our soldiers and out of their own pockets 
purchased some Clary field kitchens for immediate 
use. These kitchens are the type used in the British 
army and had to be obtained in Canada. 

When a request for the remission of the duty 
was made to the treasury department the purchasers 
were informed that the department is without au 
thority to admit these military necessities free. The 
tariff law did not contemplate any such emergency 
any more than the war department or congress 
anticipated the need of the kitchens, although as 
a matter of fact modern field cooking equipment 
should heve been supplied, long ago to the regular 
army and provided for the guard as well. 

Comment has been made already on the impor. 

tance of proper food for the soldier, which is so 
fully realized in Europe where field kitchens follow 
the troops closely and are of the most carefully 
considered practical efficiency. But accepting the 
lack of these kitchens as a detail of our unprepared- 
ness, it would seem that if private citizens are will- | 
ing at their own expense to help make up the de- 
ficiency of government, they ought not to be further 
taxed by the government for their public spirited 
assistance. 
We suggest that, not for the sake of the money 
involved, but for the sake of justice and public self- 
respect, appropriate action ‘be taken by congress to 
give free entry to importations of military necessi- 
ties provided by the generosity of private citizens 
in the absence of governmental foresight. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS FOR 
TEACHERS. 


In common with similar plans of annuities and 
fraternal insurance, the Carnegie professorial pen- 
sion fund has been found mathematically unwork- 
able, and the original scheme is abandoned. It was 
discovered through actuarial errorg and other mis 
calculations based on incorrect premises that the 
scheme was a Yailure. It has therefore been decided 
to put it on a basis of business common sense. 

It will be treated on straight insurance principles 
and the members wil) pay regular annual install- 
ments until they reach the retirement age, when the 
pensions will begin. The managers consider that 
the new plan puts the fund on a secure financial 
foundation and that there is now no danger of 
wreck, such as has overcome or threatened other 
insurance enterprises of the kind. 

The Carnegie fund idea was an excellent one, 
assuring, as it did, a comfortable old age to a class 
whose remuneration hardly ever provided for that

PLAGIARISM, 
{From the New York Post.) 

To give company to the monthly which pub- 
lished a short story “lifted” from Frank Nor- 
ris, a New York newspaper has discovered in a 
weekly another that, with a Mexican eetting, 
is a replica of Maupassant’s “Boule de Ssuif.” 
It has always been thought half-legitimate to 
levy on foreign genius. Older readers may re- 
member the lady who used to make it a regular 
business to “adapt” French novels under her own 
name. 

Disraeli’s taking of a funeral oration from 
Thiers, the eulogy by J. J. Ingalls which was 
discovered to have been appropriated from Mas- 
sillon, will always be famous. It ts not so often 
that a Kitchener is accused of borrowing from 
a Curzon. But that two such borrowings should 
have slipped into well edited periodicals pro- 
vokes wonder how far plagiarism might be car- 
ried on undetected. 

The world’s fund of fiction is so vast, so small 
a fraction can be known to any one man, that 
if it were attempted on a wide ecale editors 
would pay for one piece of stolen goods after 
another. Doubtless there is much undiscovered 
stealing—it was the merest accident that con- 
victed Charles Reade of poaching on a French 
woman's preserve, and the noise led to the dis- 
covery that two other Englishmen and a Ger- 
man had helped themselves to the same story.

‘ AN ARMY WITHOUT VISION, 
{From the Salt Lake Herald-Republican.) 

Telegraphic advices that the only available 
aeroplane with the Pershing punitive expedition 
in Mexico is disabled, and that twelve other bi- 
planes belonging to the aero squadron are lying 
useless at a border base awaiting propellers or- 
dered eleven days ago, emphasizes anew how 
little has been done to advance the cause of pre- 
paredness which the outbreak of the great war 
two years ago proved to be essential. 

It is not necessary to be a military expert to 
understand the value of aeroplanes in time of 
war. They have replaced cavalry as the eyes of 
the army, rendering successful offensive opera- 
tions possible by spying out the terrain in ad- 
vance of attack, and rendering offensive opera- 
tions of the enemy abortive by giving warning 
of advance sufficiently early to prepare. An 
army nowadays might better hazard a campaign 
without weapons than without aeroplanes. 

These facts have been demonstrated by two 
years of war. They are recognised by every 
army and naval officer and these have done their 
full duty im time and again impressing upon 
the civilian secretary of war and the civilian 
secretary of the navy that the United States 
may be seriously endangered by failing to give 
attention to the aero branch of the service. Yet 
the exposure of conditions on the border prove 
how little effect this advice has had.

RHEUMATIC HEADACHE, 

AM told that the most popular medi- 

cine just now for self-medication is 

aspirin. There are people who are 

never without their aspirin tablets. 

I am told that some people take one 
or more aspirin tablets every day. 

The American people are said to use 
Physicians more freely than any other 
people. American physicians are said to 
give more medicine then any other physi- 
Clana American people are said to use 
more self-prescribed medicines several 
times over than any other people on the 
globe. 

When in topping off all these statements 
we say that aspirin is the moet popular 
of all medicine for self-medication we 
indicate that its use is very general. 

Aspirin is built up out of coal tar and 
is closely akin to salicylic acid and the 
salicylates. It is claimed for it that it 
has the good effects of salicylic acid and 
at the same time is easier of the stom- 
ach. Aspirin will give relief to the pain 
in rheumatism or any rheumatic disor- 
der. In three cases out of four in which 
it is taken it has no effect on the pain or 
ache simply because it is unsuited to 
the case. A flour tablet or a soda tablet 
would have done just as well. 

Aspirin will relieve the pain of a rheu- 
matic headache, but it gives .no relief in 
the general run of headaches. There- 
fore, its use for any and all sorts and 
kinds of headaches is worse than useless. 

The drawback about using it for a 
rheumatic headache is that it leaves the 
cause uncared for and presently the 
rheumatic headache is back and this 
calls for more aspirin ad infinitum. At 
that aspirin is not the best remedy for 


| the pain of rheumatic headache. Hot 


water bottles and massage are the best 
remedies for relief. Aspirin or salicylic 
acid is the second best. 

Rheumatic headache is really not e@ 
headache. The disease is in the muscles 
attached to the scalp. There is where 
the pain Is located. From this location it 
runs up over the head and therefore gets 
the name headache. In most instances 
the pain starts at the back of the head, 
low down where the neck joins the hea‘. 
Another favorite site of this trouble is tn 
the muscles of the temple. 

About the best way to tell if a head- 
ache is rheumatic is to pinch and press 
on the nearby muscles. If these are ten- 
der and sore it means that the disease is 
rheumatism of the muscles and that while 
the ache appears to be in the head it is 


not. If turning the head or contracting © 


the muscles of the neck causes pain or 
shows soreness to be present it means 
that the trouble is in the muscles. The 
aching, having started, seems to run into 
the head. 

If a person with such a headache takes 
a dose of aspirin he may get a little re- 
lief, but what good does that do him in 
the long run? Rheumatic headache 's 
the result of infection. Bad teeth, bad 


‘tonsils, or a bad nose are the mors fre- 
quent causes of the infection. Heat, 
bathing, massaging, rubbing, will get rid 


of the Infection present at the time of a 
certain attack, but to prevent other at- 
tacks the nose, throat, and mouth should 


be attended to.

On the 
theory that deficient fats and high protein In 
the milk is the usual] cause of constipation in 
a breast fed baby, it is sometimes advised to 
give the baby about half a teaspoonful of pure 
eweet of] after each nursing. Try to get on 
without using enemas.

AJOR THE HON. ALEXANDER 
MURRAY of the Black Watch, 
second in the line of succession 
to his elder brother’s earldom of 
Manstield, has just completed the 

purchase of the castle of Pitfour in Perth- 
shire from the trustees of the estate of 
the 12 year old Sir Ilan Stewart-Richard- 
gon, sixteenth baronet of his line. 

Sir lan is the eldest son and heir of the 
late Sir Edward Stewart-Richardson, who 
succumbed to wounds received in fighting 
against the Germans in France in the 
early months of the war. 

He was a familiar figure in this country. 
Not so much so, however, as his widow, 
Lady Conetance Stewart-Richardson,who 
prior to her marriage was Lady Con- 
stance Mackenzie and widely known 
throughout America for her bare legged 
and barefooted dancing on the amateur 
and also on the profesaional stage, for her 
feats in swimming and diving, for her 


extraordinary unconventionality of her 


dress and of her manners, and for he» 
skill in all sorts of athletic sports ordi- 
narily restricted to the sterner sex. In 
fact, there is no member of the English 
peerage of whom the American people 
have seen so much, fn more senses than 
one. There is hardly a newspaper in this 
country that has not published portraits 
of her, either dancing or posing for the 
Italo-Muscovite sculptor, Paul Trou- 
betzkoi, in the very scantiest and most 
elementary of raiment. / 

Pitfour castle had beén in the posses- 
sion of the late Sir Edward Stewart-Rich- 
ardson's family for many hundreds of 
years, and under the circumstances it is 
a subject for congratulation that in its 
Bale it should not pass into the hands of 
strangers, since the wife of Maj. Murray, 
the purchaser, is the sister of the late 
Sir Edward, and spent her entire child- 
bood and girlhood there.

This Pitfour castle must not be con- 
founded with the place of the same name 
in Aberdeenshire belonging to Col. Fer- 
guson. The Pitfour castle now owned 
by Maj. Murray is not far from Perth in 
the fertile carse of Gowrie, and carries 
with it the Kilspindle lands, so famous 
for their partridge sfhvoting. 

It may be recalled that when Lady 
Constance first began her barelegged and 
barefooted dancing for money she ex- 
plained that it was in order to raise funds 
for the teaching of trades to the boys on 
the Pitfour estate—an excuse which 
everybody here accepted with reserva- 
tions, thoroughly aware that both she 
and her husband were in straitened cir- 
cumstances and experienced the utmost 
difficulty in keeping up the place. 

Sir Edward had a most picturesque 
and varied career before he succeeded 
his father in the baronetcy and in the 
possession of Pitfour castle, having been 
a ranchman in the American west, a 
woodsman in the lumber camps of Can- 
ada, and a nonco issioned officer of 
the mounted police of the dominion. He 
also was A. D. C. on the staff of Lord 
Lanington when the latter was governor 
general of New Zealand. 

Not far from Pitfour castle is Maj. 
Murray's ancestral home, Scone palace, 
a noble pile which, now owned by his 
elder brother, Lord Mansfield, was the 
favorite abode of the kings of Scotland, 
who were crowned there, and likewise 
the seat of the national council of Scot- 
land. It was partly destroyed by Knox's 
insurgents during the reign of Mary 
‘Queen of Scots, the present magnificent 
palace, with all its turrets and towers, 
looking across the slowly moving waters 
of the Tay, having been restored by the 
grandfather of the present Earl of Mans- 
field and of his brother, Maj. Murray. 
The grandfather of the present earl 


having sat 


the peerage. 


was at the time of his death the father, 
not only of the house of lords but also of 
the entire parliament at Westminster, 
in the commons for a 
number of years before succeeding to 
He was a tall, willowy, 
bald, eagle faced old man, who to the very 
last of his days, in 1808, favored the long 
bottle green ooat and the high, rolling 
collar that were in fashion in the first 
years of Queen Victoria’s reign. 

He was in every sense of the word the 
personification of old fashioned Toryism, 
and few who witnessed the funeral of his 
eldest son, Lord Stormouth, a few years 
before his own death, can forget the 
Striking appearance which he present- 
ed, arrayed in garments of the peculiar 
cut of six or seven decades previously, 
with the green ribbon and star of the 
Order of the Thistle adorning his breast, 
following, erect and alone, the coftin 
borne shoulder high by eight stalwart 
Murray Highlanders, while the bagpipes 
wailed forth the plaintive strains of 
** The Land of the Leal.” 

The old earl now rests beside his son, 
Lord Stormonth, in the mausoleum of 
Scone Palace park, where so many gen- 
erations of the illustrious house of Mur- 
ray sleep their last sleep, and which once 
was the chapel of the old Abbey of Scone. 


— so 

Scone palace was for hundreds of years 
the home of the so-called stone of des- 
tiny, which now forms the seat of the 
King Edward the Conqueror’s throne in 
Westminster Abbey, on which all the 
rulers of England hare been crowned 
since it was brought from Scone to Lon- 
Gon by King Edward I. 

According to the legend the stone of 
destiny is the stony pillow on which the 
head of Jacob rested when he dreamea 
that he saw angels ascending and de- 
scending from heaven by a golden ladder 
while he slept. It is said to have been 
transported by his immediate descend- 
ants to Egypt, and to have been carried 
off from thence to Spain, and from there 
to Ireland, where on the Hill of Tara it 
became the Lia Fail or the stone of des- 
tiny, om which all the Irish kings were 
crowned. - 

In some manner, which is still a matter 
of controversy among Irish and Scotch 
antiquarians, it was conveyed from the 
Hill of Tara to Dustaffnage, considerably 
over 1,000 years ago, and with the migra- 
tion of the Scots eastward the stone was 
moved in the year 840 by King Kenneth 
Il. to the top of a mound at Scone, upon 
and around which the last battle between 
the Scots and the Picts was fought. From 
that time forth every Scottish king stood 
or knelt on that stone at Scone when be- 
ing crowned, and it was there, too, that 
Ledward I. of England causéd himself to 
be crowned king of the Scots.

Scone palace came into the possession of 
the Murrays in a terribly ruined condi- 
tion in the reign of King James I. of Eng- 


land, who while still James VI. of Scot- 


land bestowed it upon Sir David Murray, 
first Lord Stormouth, in recognition of 
his services in saving his life from the 
attempt of the Earl of Gowrie in 1600. 

The earldom of Mansfield is exactly the 
Same age as the United States republic. 
dating from 1776, when it was bestowed 
upon Sir William Murray, lard chief jus- 
tice of England, whose London house in 
Bloomsbury square was burned down 
during the Lord George Gordon ricts tn 
1780. 

A most majestic statue of this first Earl 
of Mansfield is familiar to every trans} 
atlantic visitor to Westminster Abbey, 
and at its feet a slab of stone inscribed 
with the plain words, “ William E. Glad- 
stone,"’ indicates that the remains of one 
of the greatest statesmen of the Victorian

He was born in Chicago 1n 1841 and was 
one of the oldest native born citizens. Mr. 
Peck's father, Philip F. W. Peck, first 
came to Chicago from Buffalo in 1830 with 
a boat load of merchandise. 


Builds First Brick Building. 

In 1831 the elder Peck built the 
first brick building in Chicago, at the cor- 
ner of Washington and-La Salle streets, 
and it was at this location that Clarence I. 
Peck was born. The family later moved 
to the corner of Jackson and Clara 
streets, the present site of the Grand 
Pacific hotel. Clarence L. Peck, asa boy, 
used to shoot wild pigeons at the present 
site of the board of .trade. 

He was educated in the Central (now 
McKinley) High school, graduating in the 
class of 1860. He later studied law, but 
never practiced. In 1886 he married Miss 
Mary Field. 

Mr. Peck first started in business as a2 
member of the wholesale grocery firm of 
Pollard, Doane & Co., which was later 
changed to Doane, Peck & Co., and still 
later to Clarence I. Peck. This business 
was sold out and Mr. Peck then wentinto 
the wholesale cordage and woodenware 
business as a member of the firm of Cup- 
ples, Marston & Peck (later Blarston & 
Peck Bros.), which firm terminated with 
the fire of 1871. 


Attends to Personal Affairs. 

Since then Mr. Peck has attended to his 
own-farge real estate interests and per- 
sonal affairs. " 

Mr. Peck has a summer residence at 
Oconomowoc, Wis., where he has spent 
most of his summers since the early ‘70s. 
The old family residence in Chicago at 
2254 Michigan avenue, built in 1872, ts still 
Standing. His office is in the Monadnock 
block. 

Mr. Peck is survived by his widow, 
Mary Field Peck; a son, Philip F. Peck; 
a daughter, Martha Field Peck, and his 
brother, Ferdinand W. Peck.

MODEL PRISONER ASSERTS. 


Frank G. Jones, Once an Embezzler, 
Addresses Salesmanship Congress 
on Honest Methods. 


Detroit, Mich., July 11.—Frank G. Jones, 
a former Muskegon, Mich., manufacturer, 
‘vvho served a term in Ionia prison for em- 
bezziement after his plant became bank- 
rupt, delivered an address on “ Integrity ” 
to the world’s salesmanship congress here 
today. Jones, while at lonia, was known 
as & “ model prisoner.”’ 

“A house of integrity, tn its @ealings 
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career. He writes now, not to Marion, but 
to ‘Jo’ Davis. 


He Makes Appointment. 

“He writes, making his appointment. 
on Jan. 22. He chooses a when his 
absence from Madison will be least no- 
ticed. He says: ‘If everything is not 
all right by then, it will be then Leave 
it to me.’ 

“ He borrows an overcoat. He says he 
wanted it to wear to the junior ‘ prom.’ 
but you remember he returned it to its 
owner when he got back to Madison, long 
before the ‘prom’ was to take place. — 

“ He disarranges his bed, so his land- 
lady will think Le is simply out xa!king 
on the streets of Madison. He reaches 
Milwaukee at 4 p. m., and there he kills 
time, so he wiil reach Lake Forest after 
dark, when no one will! see him. 


Goes Without His Supper. 

‘““He goes without his supper. That's 
the state of mind he has worked himself 
into. He eats just a couple of cakes of 
chocolate. 

“Then there is a phone call from the 
Northwestern station in Lake Forest. 
Two telephone girls have testified as to 
what was said. Both have sworn it was

Packet of Letters on Table. 

Dady had the packet of Will's letters 
to Marion piled before him on the court- 
room rail.

Wilkerson, Orpet’s senior counsel, In- 
terposed an objection to both maneu-

Henry Hogan, better known as Hungry 
Hogan, the “joke candidate” for con- 
gress, died yesterday morning at 1068 
West Harrison after complaining of a cold 
in the chest. Back in 1912 it was thought 
for two days that Hogan had won the 
nomination for congressman at large 
against Williams and Springer. 

“ Hungry " Hogan has been running a 
second hand store which he dubbed the 
headquarters of the industrial army, and 
he expected big .esults from his invention 
of a beam brace to prevent the rattling of 
the auto. 

He was the oldest hackman in town. 
At the age of 12 he handled the ribbons 
in front of the old Union depot. His 
father was one of the earliest draymen 
in Chicago and a pioneer resident of Hope 
street, near Blue Island avenue. e 

He was a devoted disciple of Henry 
George and impressed the fact on every- 
body he met. Some say Hogan was poor 
as a church mouse; others, that he was 
worth $20,000 anyhow. 

The body lies at Undertaker Gavin's 
in Raswe avenue, near Van Buren street. 


BY THE REWRITE MAN. 
{With several dusty clippings before him.] 
‘Hungry ’”’ Hogan made a skyrocket 

entry into politics. One afternoon 
“ Johnny ” Powers, “‘Jimmy’’ Bowler, 
and othehr leading spirits in the Nine- 
teenth Ward Democratic club were dis- 
cussing candidates. Somebody jocularly 
suggested Hogan for congressman at 
large. 

“What? ‘Up and Down’ Hogan, the 
cabman?” asked Powers. ‘“‘ He wouldn't 
get twenty votes.”’ br 

“You bet he will, and a lot more,”’ said 
Bowler. “I’m with him. We'll have a 
cabman-congressman.”’ 

And so his name was put on the slate 
and his entire expense in the campaign 
was §3. 

Hogan received a majority of 6,000 over 
Congressman Williams of Pittsfield in 
Cook county. Williams was nominated, 
however, because of a heavy downstate 
vote. 

A woman restaurant keeper gave him 
the name of “ Hungry.” She served 
meals for 25 cents and-he was a regular 
customer. The restaurant failed.

Dr. William Evans Casselberry \ died 
yesterday at his residence in Lake Forest. 
zie had practiced medicine In Chicago 
since 1883. His office was at 15 East 
“ashington street and his Chicago home 
at 1830 Calumet avenue. He was born in 
Philadelphia on Sept. 6, 1858. 

Dr. Casselberry was a specialist in dis- 
eases of the throat. He was professor 
of therapeutics in the Northwestern uni- 
¢ersity Medical schoo! from 1883 to 18h, 
and later was professor of laryngology in 
that faculty. He was also laryngologist 
to St. Luke’s hospital.

Josef Israel's impressive ‘‘ Fisherman ”’ 
hangs in the center of the room—a won- 
derful canvas, with the figures of the 
two gaunt fishermen against the rolling 
gray of the waves.

Rust 
is present in some sections every year, 
but it ‘is only on exceptional years that 
any material damage ensues. With the 
smaller winter wheat crop this year, how- 
ever, and the fact that the war still 
exists and that war requirements of food- 
stuffs will still fall largely on this coun- 
try, the situation becomes more critical.
